NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 718 (E).—In exercise of powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 35 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (13 of 
1908) and in supersession of the Port of Tuticorin Pilotage and 
Other Services (Fccs)Order 1980, published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport No, G.S.R. 1169, dated the 8th November, 1980^ 
and the Port of Tuticorin Pilotage and Other Services (Fees) 
Amendment Orders 1982 published with the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport No. G.S.R. 20(E), dated the 11th January, 1983 
and G.S.R. 630(E), dated the 17th August, 1983. the Centra] 
Government hereby makes tht following order for regulating 
the levy of fees for pilotage and other services in the Port of 
Tuticorin namely ;— 
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ORDER 

(1) Short title and cofflinencentent : (0 This order may b c 
called the Port of Tuticorin Pilotage and Other Services 
(Fees) Order 1984. 

(11) ft shall come into force at once. 

(2) Definitions : In this order, unless the context otherwise 
requires :— 

(a) “Day light hours” means the hours from 06.00 to 
18.00 hours. 

(b) “Port” means Zone ‘A' of the Port of Tuticorin. 

(c) “Ship” means a vessel propelled folcly by wind 
power. 

(d) “Steamer” means any vessel dTher than a ship. 

(e) "Coasting Ship” and "Coasting Steamer" means 
respectively a ship or steamer which is engaged in the 
carriage by sea of passengers or goods from any 
Port or place in India to any other Port or place in 
India. 

(f) "Foreign Ship" and “Foreign Steamer” mean 
respectively a ship or a steamer employed in trading 
between any Port or place in India and other Port 
or place or between Ports or places outside India. 

3. Fees for Pilotage, mooring or unmooring, etc. 

(J) The fees leviable for piloting vessels in and out of 
the harbour which includes services of the Port’s 
Pilots and the services of the launches with the crew 
but excludes the services of tugs engaged in mooring 
or unmooring operations of vessel, shall be at therates 
specified in the Schedule below namely

(2) For piloting a vessel on 'cold move’ namely without the 
power of the engine of the vessel partly or fully if any 
operation, pilotage fee shall be levied at d cubic the rates 
payable under sub-clause (1) 

(3) Otherwise than Port convenience for shifting a coasting 
vessel or a foreign vessel from one berth and re¬ 
mooring it or for turning a vessel around Iji her berth 
including vessels with heavy lifts, a fee at half the rates 
payable for one way pilotage (mooring and un¬ 
mooring) under clause (1) in respect of the berth from 
where shifting or turning is made shall be levied, subject 
to a minimum of Rs. 800, provided that the fee specified 
above shall be levied, at double the rates where the 
vessel is operated on ‘cold move'. 

(4) For mooring a vessel outside the hatbour, when it 
does not enter or leave it, a fee at half the rates pay¬ 
able for one way pilotage (mooring or unmooring) 
under sub-clause (1) shall be levied, subject to a mini¬ 
mum of Rs. 800. 

(5) For navigation of vessels for purposes of mooring or 
unmooring, shifting or turning between 18.00 hours 
and 06.00 hours, additional charges at the rates of 
Rs. 0.20 per G.R.T. for foreigrt vessel and Rs. 0.15 
per G.R.T. for coasting vessel shall be levied. 

Explanation ; The above charges shall be levied in 
case of Navigation commenced during the hours of 
darkness (that is to say, between 18.00 hours and 
06.00 hours). For this purpose, either the time of 
boarding of the vessel or the time of disembarking the 
vessel by the Pilot falling within*18.00 hours and 06.00 
hours shall be deemed as navigation for charging night 
pilotage fees, except in cases wherefor the convenience 
of the Port authorities in regard to wind, weather and 
sea conditions, the time of boarding or the time of 
disembarking by the Pilot falls within 18.00 hours and 
06.00 hours. 

(6) In the case of pilots whose services have been requisi¬ 
tioned but not utilised, the following charges shall 
be levied namely

tioned but not utilised after the pilot 
has boarded a vessel. 
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NOTE ; 

(i) The charges at the rates specified above shall be levied 
not only in cases of cancellation of requisitions for 
inward and outward pilotage of vessels but also for 
the cancellations of requisitions for shifting of berth 
of vessels and i C'mooring.or for turning a vessel around 
in her berth or forretnooring a vessel in the same berth 
due to position of heavy lifts or for any reason. 

(ii) The above charges are not leviable in case of :— 

(a) cancellations received atleast one hour before the 
pilot’s appointed/boarding time of the vessel, and 

(b) cancellations caused under exceptional circum¬ 
stances for reason that could not be attributed 
to the vessel’s faults. 


7. Special charges (Detention fee): 

A fee of Rs. 450/- in respect.of coasting vessel and Rf» 675/- 
in respect of ‘foreign vessel shall be levied for first hour or part 
of an hour that a pilot is kept waiting on board any vessel 
at the Port of Tuticorin b;yond 30 minutes after boarding 


such vessel. The detention fee for every subsequent hour or 
'part thereof shall be levied at the rate of Rs. 150/- in respect 
of coasting vessel and Rs. 225/- in respect of foreign vessel. 

8 , Fees fer on carriage of pilot: 

In the «vent of a vessel carrying a pilot ouTsido the Port 
limits for unavoidable reasons, the Ma.stcr shall be bound to 
leave the Pilot at thenext nearest Port and the Master, Owner 
or his representative shall be responsible for the repatriation 
and all connected formalities thereof and be also liable to pay 
for all expenses Incurred in the matter of boarding, lodging, 
other reasonable expenses and the repatriation of the Pilot 
thus overcarried. In addition compensation at the rate of 
Rs. 75.00 per hour shall be payable by the Master of the vessel 
till the pilot reports back duty at the Port. 

9. Fees for the engagement of mooring staff for warping the 
vessel (without the services of the pilot): 

Fees for the engagement of mooring staff without the scrvicea 
of the Pilot shall be levied at Rs. 160/- per hour or part 
thereof.
